BLOTTING PAPER. 


It* Discovery Was the Result of a 


Workman's Carelessness. 


Blotting paper was discovered pure- 


ly by accident. Some ordinary paper 
was being made one day at a mill in 
Berkshire when a careless workman 
forgot to put in the sizing material. 
It may be Imagined what angry scenes 
would take place in that mill, as the 
whole of the paper made was regarded 
as being quite useless. The proprie- 
tor of the mill desired to write a 
note shortly afterward, and he took a 
piece of waste paper, thinking It was 
good enough for the purpose. To his 
Intense annoyance the ink spread all 
over the paper. All of a sudden there 
flashed over his mind the thought that 
this paper would do Instead of sand 
for drying Ink, and he at once adver- 
tised his waste paper as "blotting." 


The reason the paper is of use in 


drying ink is that really it Is a mass 
of hairlike tubes which suck up liquid 
by capillary attraction. If a very fine 
glass tube Is put into water the liquid 
will rise in it owing to capillary at- 
traction. 
The art of manufacturing 


blotting paper has been carried to such 
a degree that the product has wonder- 
ful absorbent qualities.

Our 
merchants, and those who depend upon 
this industry in an indirect way—and 
that means

man— 


would be compelled to be content with 
a very much decreased volume of busi- 
ness. In short, it would mean a dif- 
ference between prosperity and the 
opposite for Redlands and other Cali- 
fornia communities in which orange 
growing is the principal industry.

FLIGHT OF THE EARTH. " 


Rushing Through Space at the R«t* of 


a Million Miles a Day. 


Our dear old earth, which seems Im- 


movable and solid as we go about our 
daily work or travel over its furrowed 
surface, is yet spinning and rolling 
and swaying in complex but orderly 
motion. 
Its axial rotation gives us 


day and night. Its circuit round the 
sun brings the seasons and the year. 
The circling of the poles produces the 
procession 
of the equinoxes. 
The 


planets perturb in its courses. 
The 


plane of its orbit sways up and down, 
and its perihelion is slowly shifted. 
The moon swings round a center 
of gravity common to both, while the 
sun and all our system speed onward 
to some far distant goal. And, if the 
bright star iu the constellation Taurus 
Is the central point round which this 
Tast orbit sweeps, then Alcyone is the 
center of the universe for us. 


As far as astronomers can judge,
